HAWAIIAN LEGISLATION. 


A BUI Needed to Prevent tlie Impor- 


tation or Japanese Labor. 


Special dispatches,Washington, Jan. 20. 


The friends of the Hawaiian bill in 


the house of representatives will make 
an effort to take it up at an early day, 
and express confidence that it will get 
a hearing. The bill was agreed to in 
committee some days .ago and Chair- 
man Knox of the rommittee on terri- 
tories is drawing1 'lie report. There 
was some idea that the bill might be 
taken up this week, but owing to the 
press of business it went over with the 
understanding that a strong effort will 
be made next week to get a hearing 
then or soon thereafter. Mr. Knox and 
Mr. Hitt, the latter being one of the 
Hawaiian commissioners, say that no 
purpose is manifested to postpone the 
legislation until 
the next 
congress 


meets. 


They say also that It is imperative 


that legislation of some character be 
enacted; otherwise some 10,000 contract 
labor Japanese will be brought into 
Hawaii and then into the United 
States. For this reason the extension 
of the United States immigration re- 
strictions to Hawaii is held- to be of 
first importance. A similar view is 
held about extending the United States 
customs and revenue laws to the Is- 
land. The latter extension is effected 
by a special bill which has already 
passed the house and is pending in the 
senate. There is a growing disposi- 
tion among those interested in the leg- 
islation to secure the passage of the 
bill as a whole very soon, and in the 
event of this not being, practicable, to 
secure the enactment of such special 
features as are most needed. 


The Cheapest Thing In China. 


Labor-saving devices are not wanted 


in China. That is clearly shown by 
Consul-General Goodnow in his report 
to the state department, made In re- 
ply to an inquiry of the export asso- 
ciation of New York. "I cannot give 
you any encouragement" he says, "in 
regard to the shipment of wheel bar- 
rows, scrapers, dump carts and the 
like to China. The wheel barrow 
used her has one large wheel in the 
middle and a seat on either side where 
passengers are carried. 
Once In a 


great while dirt Is carried in baskets 
in such barrows, but ordinarily it is 
carried by coolies in two baskets hung 
on the ends of a bamboo rod balanced 
on the shoulders. These baskets are 
about the size and shape of a grain 
scoop. 


"Labor-saving devices are not in 


demand in China. The cheapest thing 
here is the man. There is more labor 
than can find employment 
A coolie 


carrying dirt will receive from seven to 
ten cents in gold a day. He must work 
from sunrise to sunset, not very stead- 
fly nor intensely, but putting in a great 


! many hours and accomplishing a large 


amount of work for the amount of 
wages paid. There are more coolies 
willing to work for this pittance than 


i there is work for them to do."

ATTITUDE OF SENATE 


Oil lue Peace Treaty Causing the 


President Some Anxiety. 


Cannot Understand Why the 


Minority Should Eule.v 


The Present Peaceful Atmosphere Merely One 


9f Truce or Armistice. 


Washington, Jan. 20.—The supporters 


of the peace treaty were in conference 
among themselves yesterday as to 
whether they should agree to accept the 
Bacon resolutions as a condition pre- 
cedent to the xatification of the treaty. 
Before leaving the capitol Senator Davis, 
in charge of the bill, told his friends that 
he would not agree tp the passage of thij 
resolutions. 
The reports brought to the White House 
by senators friendly to the treaty vary 
all the way from estimates of 65 votes for 
the treaty and 25 against it, down to 54 


I votes for the treaty, 26 against, and 10 


uncertain. The president, who, until 


1 within a few days, has had no doubt of 


an early vote in favor of ratification, is 
now disturbed by the fact that although 
the friendg of the treaty insist that they 
have a majority sufficient to carry their 
point, and that they are anxious for a 
vote as quickly as it can be reached, they 
cannot see their way clear to forcing one. 
The president's whote training in legis- 
lative work has been in the house of rep- 
resentatives, where it has always been 
possible for a clear majority to force a 
vote, no matter whether the minority 
felt so disposed or not. It therefore 
seems strange to him, almost an outrage, 
that the senate should let itself be held 
at bay by a rather meagre minority. 


It was said at the war department that 


the text of the charges and specifications 
upon which General Eagan is to be tried 
jWill not be made public in the war de- 
partment, but will be placed in the hands 
of the judge advocate of the court-mar- 
tial, Colonel Davis, and the court itself 
may give them publicity. 


Aside from the question of allowing 


a minority to dominate the majority, the 
president is puzzled at the attitude of 
the senate in refusing to recognize the 
embarrasment which must result either 
from the rejection of the treaty or from 
an indefinite prolongation of its con- 
sideration. 
Our government is still in 


a state of war with Spain. The peace- 
ful atmosphere in which we are now 
living is simply one of truce or armistice. 
On every ground, therefore, the presi- 
dent \vonders at the attitude of the sen- 
ate toward the treaty. He reasons that 
if there is a majority of that body fa- 
vorable to giving" the Philippines inde- 
pendence, the natural and orderly course 
would be to get posession of the islands 
by the ratification of the, treaty, and 
then enact the necessary legislation to 
provide for their future. 
For himself, 


there is no reason to suppose that he has 
changed his view as to the unwilling- 
ness of our people- to 1st the American 
flag be lowered on any ground where 
It has once been raised, and that the 
most he would favor in that direction 
would be the granting of a very liberal 
form of autonomy to the Philippines 
as a part of our federal system. 


If there is not a majority in the senate 


favorable to the Independence of the 
Philippines, he cannot understand why 
the minority should be willing to leave 
hirn with practically dictatorial powers 
over them, or why a majority favorable 
to the administration's views should 
allow the minority to dominate. It is 
on this basis that he is now reasoning 
with the senators who visit the White 
House. 
One of them said the other day: 


"I do not know how It is, but the presi- 
dent has a very persuasive way. When 
the Hawaiian annexation scheme was 
In process of development, he contrived 
to tie the entire foreign relations com- 
mittee hand and foot. 
In the case of 


the Philippines he is making the same 
plea, that the question shall not be 
treated as apolitical or partisan one." 


Davis Take* Charge. 


Washington, Jan. 20.—Just before the 


close of office hours yesterday General 
Eagan was served with legal notice of 
the ordering of a court-martial for his 
trial. 
This notice was delivered by the 


messenger of the adjutant general in the 
usual course, and it had the effect to 


i relieve General Eagan from duty a» 


I commissary general of the army, pend- 
1 Ing the conclusion of the court-martial. 
The office was placed in charge of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Davis, who has been on 
duty as assistant to General Eagan. The 
text of the charges and specifications 
upon which General Eagan Is to be tried 
will not be made public by the war de- 
partment, but will be placed in the 
hands of the judge advocate of the court- 
martial. Colonel Davis, and the court 
Itself may give them publicity.

Bailie Joy White in The Woman's 


Home Companion gives this practical 
advice to inexperienced cooks: 
" The finest roasts and steaks are found 


in the biud quarter as well as the juici- 
est meats for making beef tea, meat 
pies, beef a la mode or potted beef. Sir- 
loin, of course, gives the very choicest 
roasts and steaks, and next comes the 
rump, this being cut m three parts. The 
back, the middle and the face are good 
roasting pieces, but the most economical 
is the middle out, as it is free from bone 
and has uoc a scrap of waste on it Good 
steaks are out from tbe top of the round. 
Some people go so far as to say that tbe 
flavor of, s. round steak is superior to 
that of any other. The lower portion of 
the round is used for braizing and for 
beef tea. 


"The tenderloin has the most tendor 


meat, but it is neither so juicy nor so 
well flavored as other portions that are 
not so tender, and it is not nearly so 
nutritious as portions that require much 
cooking. The sirloin comes nest in ten- 
derness and delicacy. These cost more 
than any otter outs, but there is Jess 
nutritive value than is found in the 
cheaper parts. Indeed the cost of the 
meat seams to be in inverse ratio to its 
real food value. Of course this is so be- 
cause of the much smaller proportion of 
the so called choicer cuts. It is one of 
the wise economies of nature that it 
should be so. The harder working class 
of people, those who do a great deal of 
manual labor, -,uid particularly those 
whose occupation takes them a great 
deal into tho open air, n^ed the nourish- 
ment and sustaining quality of the 
heavier meats, and these are found in 
the cheaper parts, particularly where 
there is a great deal of juice in the meat 
and rich marrow in the bone. 


"Stews and braized meats or 'those 


that are steamed in their own, juices 
over the fire, as pot boiled or roasted 
meats, give the most nutriment and add 
the physical strength that is needed, be- 
sides in cold weather supplying a great 
deal of warmth by furnishing carbon 
for the body." 


Elderberry Wine, 


One of the most medicinal of wines 


may be made from the common elder- 
berry. To every quart of the berries add 
a quart of water and boil for half an 
hour. Bruise from the skin and strain, 
and to every gallon of juice add two 
pounds of granulated sugar, one-quarter 
ounce of cream of tartar and boil for 
half an hour. Put into a cask one pound 
of raisins to every three gallons of 
wine, and when slightly cooled add a 
slice of toasted bread, covered with 
good yeast. 


When tbe wine is cold, place in a 


room of event temperature to ferment. 
When this has fully ceased, put the 
bung in tight. Add no brandy or alco- 
hol.—Josephine Detmar in Good House- 
keeping.

A SCGGESTION CONCERNING THE 


ASSESSORS. 


The talk about having the charter 


amended for the purpose of increasing 
the salary of the assessors has brought 
out several suggestions about the 
board that are bound to receive con- 
siderable attention. One of these is to 
have the amendments provide for the 
appointment of the assessors by the 
mayor as well as provide for an in- 
creased salary for them. 


It is admitted that members of a 


board of assessors should be paid more 
for the work they can find to do than 
5400 each a year. 


The argument in favor of the plan of 


Jmving the assessors appointed ia very 
simple. The assessors should be men 
having some knowledge of real estate. 
yrhey should be, the general opinion is, 
one of the most intelligent and best in- 
formed boards of the city government 
because their duties are second to no 
board's in importance. The election 
•method of choosing the assessors does 
not always give such men as should be 
chosen. .The rule Is that the office goes 
to the best politician, the one who can 
pacify the largest number of critics and 
muster in the 
largest number of 


friends. 
Some men think that this is 


a very bad way to choose assessors and 
•do not hesitate to say that men who 
elec-t themselves 
in 
this way place 


themselves under obligations that seri- 
ously impair their usefulness to the 
city. It is pointed out that desirable 


• men for the office of assessor will not 
get into a political scramble. 
" It is likely that the council will be 
asked to give this matter its careful 
consideration.

Washington, Jan. 20.~General Leon- 


ard V.fcf.d continued his testimony be- 
fore the senate committee on military 
affairs yesterday, dealing especially with 
the r«quirenn*.ts as to troops in Cuba. 
He explained his estimate of 50,000 as 
the number of troops necessary to be 
kept in the entire island, saying that he 
had placed the number so high because 
the effect of the climate was such as 
to render a large percent of American 
soldiers there ineffective for aggressive 
action. 
Malaria was the prevailing 


disease, and, as a rule, while not more 
than 20 percent might be on the actual 
sick list, not to exceed 35 or 40 percent 
would, as a rule, be capable of effectual 
action. 
A day's active exercise would 


cause half of the men to drop out of 
any military force. 
Of his present force, 


he did not believe to exceed one-half was 
now fit for effective service. 
It could 


be almost said that no troops stationed 
there had escaped the disease, due to 
the climate. 
Tiiis fact accounted for 


the 
non-aggressive 
character of the 


Spanish campaign in the island, and, he 
thought, explained why as many as 280,- 
000 Spanish soldiers were required in the 
service there.

He had found that the Spanish were 


affected by the climate just as the Amer- 
icans were, and also that the Cubans 
themselves were under constant lia- 
bility to malaria. 
Often as many as 


60 percent of the Cubans were disabled. 


Tt was as yet too early to say whether 


our troops in the island would become 
•o acclimated1 that they would be able to 
resist disease. This was an important 
point, and if decided in the negative 
would require the frequent change of 
troops. He was hopeful that by an 
elaborate system of sanitation, in the 
island, improved conditions might be se- 
cured, just as Great Britain had pro- 
duced an improvement in Jamaica. Still 
it might prove, as it had in India, that 
Cuba was not a white man's country. 
A year or two at least would be neces- 
sary to decide this problem. 


Rep ing to a question from Senator 


Proctor, General Wood said that It was 
feasible to construct a railroad line be- 
tween Santiago and Havana, and that a 
Santiago firm had agreed to guarantee 
the funds for the enterprise. The most 
practicable route would be along the 
central plauteau of the island, and the 
general thought the enterprise would be 
a great civilTzer. 


"It would," he said, "afford employ- 


ment to many men in the interior whose 
present principal employment is that of 
carrying guns." 


He spoke at considerable length in re- 


gard to the resources of Cuba, saying 
that it could be made the marlcet g-arden 
of the world. He thought that this gov- 
ernment should grow there the vege- 
tables used by the army In Cuba, and 
said he meant to confer with the secre- 
tary of apiculture on this question. 
Speaking * the timber of the island he 
tsaid the cross-ties of the railroads and 
the wharves at Santiago were composed 
largely of mahogany and other more 
valuable woods. 


General Wood also expressed the opin- 


ion that the native Cubans might be 
u*ed to some extent as soldiers in the 
United States army.

Th» lecturer toon 
the ground that tbe policy of expansion, 
as far as the Philippines were concerned, 
would not be harmful to the American 
people or.their government, and would 
be a great benefit to the Philippines. He 
believed In appeals to reason and not to 
remarks, and thought that was the Idea 
of the majority of the American people. 
He believed in the righteousness of the 
Spanish war. 


"I am not going to discuss," said the 


speaker, "whether the war was Just or 
unjust, a necessary or unnecessary war. 
Personally, I believe it to be a most 
righteous and necessary war. I hope to 
see a right, just and honorable govern- 
ment established in place of that now in 
existence at Manila. I have no patience 
with those who say we must either annex 
the Philippines or allow the Filipinos to 
govern themselves. We want to do for 
the Philippines what we are doing today 
for Cuba, appoint the natives for mayors, 
commissioners, road builders and police- 
men. 


"There must not be imperialism on the 


one hand and Indifference on the othf-r. 
It Is possible to have our flag float over 
the Philippine islands and yet allow the 
Filipinos to have an absolutely free gov- 
ernment, as we have. 


"I believe that in America we have ap- 


proached nearer to the true 
humap 


brotherhood than in any other country 
in the world, notwithstanding all our 
faults. We have the constitution not 
written on paper alone, but In «ur 
(hearts."

That dogs possess certain attributes of 


sense which are lacking in the human be- 
ing is (fsnerally recognized by scientific 
men. A curious case which occurred in 
Brooklyn last summer exemplifies this 
trait in a very clear manner, showing how 
canine Instinct warns of danger where hu- 
man intelligence is at fault. It was a very 
hot evening, the thermometer haviog fluc- 
tuated in the nineties all day.

"Benevolent Asulmllallou." 


Editor of The Transcript:—Since It 


is acknowledged that this is a critical 
period In our national history, it is fit- 
ting that the sentiments of the people 
in every city, town and hamlet should 
find expression. Presumably many of 
our citizens read city papers, and form 
their opinions from them, but for the 
sake of those who depend upon our 
local papers for assistance in these 
complicated matters, and also because 
the sentiment of Massachusetts is un- 
fortunately divided upon the present 
issues, it is eminently proper that the 
attitude of North Adams should be- 
come known througii her press, either 
editorially, or by personal communi- 
cations. 
Magazines, newspapers and 


pulpits present enthusiastic generali- 
ties that may mean anything, and de- 
ceive the people as to the difference 
in the positions taken by the execu- 
tive, by Senator Hoar and by the ex- 
treme expansionists. 


"Shall this treaty with Spain be rat- 


ified," sums a simple, almost one-sided 
question, yet we must view with sus- 
picion those who argue that it can be 
ratified at once, and discussions as to 
the method of action afterwards, be 
left until circumstances demand; in 
other words, "Don't cross the bridge 
till you come to It." Is this the way 
that an intelligent business man''signs 
a legal document? Does 'he not read 
it over and 
throug-h the 
obscure 


phrases, and vain repetitions, get some 
inkling of the obligations he assumes 
when he affixes his signature? If he 
does not do this he places himself on 
a par with the man who fires the gun, 
kills somebody, and then pleads that he 
didn't know it was loaded; such a 
man, though acting the part of a 
fool, is held responsible in the eyes 
of the law.Common sense then requires 
that before this treaty is ratified the 
people and their representatives in 
congress should 
know 
where they 


stand relating to the consequences of 
that ratification. 


The president's letter of instructions 


indicate his position and "benevolent 
assimilation" presents the best known 
clue to his purposes. Who that knows 
anything of past history or of human 
nature as at present constituted, be- 
lieves that assimilation of the white 
race and any other is possible this side 
of the millennium? Even then we are 
told that "the lion and the lamb lie 
down together," but the lion remains 
a lion, and the lamb is still a lamb. 
Assimilation denotes the process by 
which certain different substances are 
converted 
into 
something 
still 


different. 


It is perhaps a stronger expression 


than equality of which the truest test 
is found in racial customs. It is a fact 
that our sons and daughters may 
marry Italians, Poles, or Spaniards 
even, and though we may doubt the 
advisability of the union of different 
nationalities and religions, 
there is 


nothing abhorent to our physical, or 
moral sense in such marriages. There 
can be the closest test of assimilation 
regarding all the nationalities of our 
white race, and America's citizens are 
certainly cosmopolitan. But, could we 
contemplate with equinirnity the mar- 
riage of our children with those of the 
black race, the brown or the yellow? 
There is an instinctive physical shrink- 
ing from such a course, and nature has 
plainly placed her mark of disapproval 
upon it. What better proof is needed 
that assimilation of race is not the 
divine plan, but that each should de- 
velop along racial lines? 


Assimilation, benevolent or other- 


wise, has not succceeded within our 
borders, neither has the principle of 
quality in race. Who then has faith 
to believe that it can be successful 
upon a gigantic scale and at a great 
distance from the seat of control? Ex- 
termination, or practical enslavement 
have thus far marked the encroach- 
ment of the white man upon the do- 
mains of the dark-skinned brother.

CAUSE OF STETSON'S DEATH, 


No New Facts Brought Out at Yester- 


day's Inquest. 


The inquest on the death of Isaac 


Stetson, whose body was found near 
his house in Windsor, Friday, October 
2S, was held in Pittsfield yesterday. 
Special Justice Wellington presided. 
The witnesses who testified were Dr. 
Henry Colt, assisitant medical exam- 
iner, George L. Bennett of Cheshire, 
who found the bofiy, William F. Booth 
of Dalton, an undertaker, Julius Car- 
iin and Frank Martin of Cheshire, 
Patrick Monahan and Mrs. Eugene 
Martin of Windsor and Deputy Sheriff 
Pierce of Dalton. 


The testimony showed that the last 


seen of Stetson alive was on Saturday, 
October 22, he then being in Cheshire 
making some purchases. 
The follow- 


ing Monday Carlin and Martin visited 
hie house but failed to find Stetson at 
home. Inquiries were made about the 
neighborhood but the men were unable 
to secure any trace of him. The door 
of the house was locked. 


Monahan 
was Stetson's 
nearest 


neighbor. The last he saw of Stetson 
was Thursday, October 20. The latter 
had dined at the Monahan house and 
stated that he expected some money 
the next day and would pay Monahan 
some money he owed him. This same 
day Stetson received some money from 
Deputy Sheriff Pierce for house rents 
Stetson was accustomed to visit the 
Monahan house Sundays, but failed to 
do so on October 23. 


It 
is supposed that Stetson was 


killed about Sunday, the medical exam- 
iner being of the opinion he had been, 
dead from four to five days. A large 
pocketbook which Stetson was accus- 
tomed to carry has never been found

AMcrtiUAH IflltKtSTS 


Will Be Protected by Send- 


ing Warships to Samoa, 


German Consul to Blame For 


the Trouble. 


Belief That He Incited Mataafa's Fol- 


lowers to Open Rebellion. 


United Stales, England and Germany Deeply 


Concerned In the Matter. 


Conflict In the Iil»nd Klng'lom May 


to Serloui Regalu. 


Washington. Jan. 20.—It Is etated at 


the department of state that dispatches 
have been received from United States 
Consul Osborn at Apia, but as to their 
nature the officials have nothing to say 
beyond that they went to confirm the 
news diMpatches printed yesterday. 


The navy department has prepared 


orders for the cruiser Philadelphia to 
proceed to Samoa at ORCC to represent 
the United States interests there. Mean- 
while if a»y vessel more quickly avail- 
able can be found, one of Dewey's fleet, 
for instance, it will be ordered at once 
to Samoa to answer the urgent appeal 
of the United States consul. The com- 
mander of the Philadelphia will act in 
conformity with the instructions of the 
United States consul so far as those In- 
structions are in line with the treaty of 
Berlin, which the United States con- 
tends must be literally enforced until 
amended. 
It would take the Philadel- 


phia about 16 days to make the run from 
San Diego to Apia, touching at Hono- 
lulu for coal. 


One resource open to the nav? de- 


partment is to send the Oregon to Samoa. 
She left Cftllao on the Hth inst, and 
should reach Honolulu about Feb. 6, 
where she can be intercepted. The big: 
battleship Iowa isdue at San Francisco 
just about the same time that the Ore- 
gon is due- at Honolulu, so that the Pa- 
ciflc coast will not be left entirely with- 
out naval force. 


While the attention of the public has 


been of late drawn from the Samoan isl- 
ands to more important subjects ,lt ap- 
pears that interesting events have been 
succeeding one another with rapidity In 
the islands. 
It has been realized for a 


Ions time past that there *was need for 
a modification of the tripartite treaty, 
by which we assume joint guardianship 
with England and Germany, but up to 
this point it has not been possible to 
get all three powers to agree upon any 
one project. 


The immediate effect of tfie publica- 


tion in yesterday's, papers of the news 
from Samoa was to bring to the state 
department Ambassador Pauncefote 
and Baron Sternberg. secretary of the 
German embassy. 
Under the strict 


rules laid down for the government of 
diplomatic intercourse neither Secretary 
Hey nor the two diplomatic representa- 
tives named would say anything what- 
ever as to the nature of the conversa- 
tion that took place between them. 
The deepest concern Is felt by all three 
parties to the agreement at the outlook. 


The common belief Is that the German 


representatives in Samoa, in acting in 
the arbitrary manner they did, com- 
pletely exceeded their instructions from 
their own government It is quite cer- 
tain that they exceeded authority with 
Which they were clothed by the treaty 
of Berlin, and It Is expected that the 
(German government will unhesitatingly 
condemn their actions as soon as it has 
become officially advised as to what has 
actually happened. 


The authorities feel that the greatest 


element of danger lies In tbe possibility 
of trouble before R&ffael and Rose can 
be restrained by government advice*. 
It Is not conceived that they would un- 
dertake to carry out the threat reported 
to have been made by them to forcibly 
board the British gunboat Porpoise, for, 
even though the latter might have to 
reckon with the German gunboat Falke, 
lying in her immediate vicinity, it is felt 
here that her captain would resist such 
an attack or demand to the last ex- 
tremity. 
Neither of the warships la 


very formidable, ranking in offensive 
power with vessels of the Annapolis and 
Vlcksburg class in the American navy. 
Still, in the absence of anything like for- 
tifications at Apia, they probably would 
control the situation within the ran ire of 
their guns, including the town of Apia 
proper, presuming that they refrained 
from attacking each other. 


Malietoa. Laupepa—the last word of 


Which name signifies in English "Scrap 
of Paper"—was the 27th king of Samoa 
in succession of the Malletoa family. 
He died on Aug. 27 last, and from that 
time forward the affairs of the island 
were directed by a board of control, con- 
sisting of the consuls of the United 
States, Great Britain and Germany. 
William Lea Chambers of Alabama, the 
ch'ief justice, and Dr. Joannes —aftael, 
the German president of the munici- 
pality of Apia. 
The successor of the 


dead king was to be selected under the 
Involved system of Samoan law and 
custom, but under the sixth section of 
article II, of the Samoan convention, 
the. duty of determining who was law- 
fully elected king devolves upon the 
chief justice. 


Early in December the supporters of 


Mataafa elected this chief, who bad re- 
cently returned from exile, to tbe king- 
ship, but certain chiefs of the MaUetoa 
Ptriy todftd a protest with the oblef 
JiuUos, which WM decided in their fa- 
TOP.

the Marshall islands for several years, 
being carried there with several other 
chiefs for making war upon tha govern- 
ment of the late king. He was recently 
brought back to Apia with the consent 
of all three of the powers to the Samoan 
convention, but it is impossible to gaj 
whether his interests are now being sup 
(ported by the Germans or not.

tonishing thing about the whole business 
is that Great Britain and the United 
States should have consented, while the 
thron« was yet vacant, to allow such a 
firebrand 
to be thrown among the 


smouldering embers of Samoan dis- 
affection, 


The part the United States has played 


in the matter must be considered ir 
connection with President McKlnley'f 
last message to congress. 
It must not 


be forgotten that these islands were, 
so long ago as 1872. a cherished object 
in the eyes of American expansionists, 
and even now Samoa is a word to con- 
jure with throughout many western 
states. 
The present situation will not 


be devoid of benefit, if it serves to con- 
vince the three powers that the Berlin 
act requires Immediate and radical 
amendment, in default of which Samoa 
will always be liable to become the prey 
of civil war, and a source of anxiety to 
the signatory powers. 
It might even 


be, as was nearly the case 10 years ago, 
the theatre of hostilities between two 
of their number.

Good Men Are Not C*ed For Warrlorn. 
Crazy Tactics In the War With Japan.

»r.d Sutherland highlanders, D. A A. G., 
Dublin district (late military attacne with 
tho Chinese army), writing in The Jour- 
nal of the United Service Institution, says 
that in many respucts the army of China 
presents a uurious example of the survival 
of the unlittest 
In the broad outlines its 


scheme is simple and suited to the coun- 
try. 
Nevertheless, with tho characteristic 


Chinese lovo of detail, in its minutiau, it 
Is exceeding complex. Uwing to an equal- 
ly characteristic want of exactitude, al- 
though returns as rendered by separate no- 
countunts are often beautifully worked 
out to the thousandth part of a tael, yot 
in a combination of these returns nothing 
balances. 
• 


For members of parliament who cavil 


Bt the intricacies of the British eltimates 
I can imagine no worse, punishment in the 
future life than to lw sot by sntnn to un- 
ravel the mysteries of the Chinese mili- 
tary budget. Every province has its sep- 
arate "army, " tor which the viceroy or 
governor is responsible, and in 14 of these 
it consists of Tartar and Chinese soldiers 
in certain fixed proportions. 
Any defi- 


ciencies in the military budgets of the 
poorer provinces are met by contributions 
from tho central provinces, "the belly of 
China." Grouping all those "armies" to- 
gether, the troops fall into four great cate- 
gories—namely, (1) Tartar soldiers or ban- 
ner men; (2) greun regiments or Chinese 
territorial force; (3) lighting braves; (4) 
disciplined troops. 


The writer gives an interesting account 


of these forces, and proceeding to general 
remarks, says: Much of the utter ineffi- 
ciency of China's ar'ny is explained by the 
native saying, "Doijot use good steel to 
make a nail nor take- a good man to make 
a soldier," which is most thoroughly acted 
up to 
The "absence of nerves" and the 


animal ferocity of the Chinaman admir- 
ably adapt him for the deliberate exter- 
mination which characterizes the suppres- 
sion of a revolt, but in real courage the 
abnegation of self under danger, he is 
woefully deficient 
He will do much for 


pay, he will fight when his rage is aroused, 
but his passion, violent as a typhoon, as 
quickly passes away 
On almost every 


occasion in 1S94-5 the Chinese troops re- 
fused to stand up to the despised Japanese. 
Small wonder, when of the hundreds of 
thousands who since 1862 have been 
"drilled" with foreign weapons, not one in 
60,000 has been taught their proper use. 
Musketry and artillery* practice is limited 
generally to hand-ling the weapons, and 
instruction in the use of rifles and field 
guns is not "thought necessary—nay, it is 
opposed 
In January, 1B95, several thou- 


sands of mon bad been collected at Shan- 
hai-Kuan, under General Wuta-cheng, to 
re-enforce the army in Manchuria. New 
rifles and field guns had been served out, , 
and the force was to move early in Febru- | 
ary. yet on Jan. 20 the men fired their 
rides tor the first time, and barely 1 per 
cent of hits on a target 800 yards distant 
ensued As for tbe guns, not a soul knew 
how to load them or set a fuse, and when 
at length one was fired with tho aid of the 
foreigners present, the ammuniiion was 
so deluctive that, although the gun was 
laid for3.0UU yards, the shell only traveled 
350 
Yet these mon were sent north to 


fight at Tien-chuang-tai without further 
training, instruction by a foreigner hav- 
ing been haughtily refused. 


To be a soldier is to lose caste 5n China, 


to imbibe foreign notions is wirse still 
and incurs the hatred and suspicion of the 
civilians, who in reality govern the army 
and navy, so much so that to be a gradu- 
ate of the foreign schools is an almost cer- 
tain b.or to promotion 
In the military 


and other schools established by Sir Robert 
Hart und the viceroys at Poking and else- 
where tbe students have to be bribed to 
attend, so as to compensate them for the 
social disadvantages of foreign education 
If we add to this the natural contempt for 
foreigners ingrained iia tho Chinese na- 
ture, we have potent causes for the willful 
laziness and ignorance of officers, which is 
truly appalling. Alas, that they should 
add cowardice as well 1 


The commander in chief at Shan-hai- 


Kuan told me he did not believe in mus- 
ketry instruction for all. It was quite 
sufficient to have ten good shots in each 
"yiug" to pick off the Japanese officers. 
His other theory was that the troops were 
defeated because they fought hungry, in 
i 


which he was partially right. His remedy 
was to draw up his men in five lines The 
first would fight for two hours, and then 
retire to dinner, the second line, having 
meanwhile clir.ed, would take its place, 
and so on

A general near there, being ordered to

The very best human ma- 


terial and tho most elaborate instruction

docilo soldiers and sailors of China have 
nevor yet had a chance of showing under 
proper management what are their real 
capabilities Should they under European 
tutelage ever prove themselves in any 
numbers to be of real military value, the

handful of clay you might take up at ran- 
dom — that is to say, carbon, calcium, 
phosphorus, iron, sulphur, sodium, "po-as- 
Bium, silicon and magnesium. 
I'.i most 


peorle minute quantities of a few othur 
things are found, such as copper, alumin- 
ium, manganese, lead, mercury, arsenio 
and lithium, but these substances are 
probably always trespassers. 


Far and- away tbe most important ele- 


ment in flesh and bone is oxygen, and the 
bulk of that energetic gas which remains 
tranquilly compressed within us is some- 
thing marvelous. In a 10 stone man the 
weight of oxygen is no less than 106 
pounds, and the natural bulk of it, if it 
were set free, would be equal to a beam of 
wood a foot square and 1,191 feet — 
nearly a quarter of a mile — long, or sev- 
eral hundred times the bulk of tbe body 
itself. 
Measured by the gallon it would 


fill 202 36 gallon barrels. 


Even bulkier, though lighter, is tbe con- 


stituent hydrogen. Every man's body con- 
tains sufficient of this lightest of all sub- 
stances to inflate a balloon that would lift 
himself, balloon and tackle. 
In the man, 


for instance, the bulk of hydrogen is over 
2,400 cubic feet — equal to the cubic space 
of a room 10 feet high and 1534 feet 
square, and the weight of it is a trifle 
Short of 13/i pounds. 


Of that inexplicable gas nitrogen there 


is about half an ounce to each pound of 
body weight, or approximately 4J4 pounds 
altogether in a 158 pound man. It ia 
about 30 times the bulk of the body, and 
by no means likes being cramped up in a 
space of a few cubic inches. This is the 
rucst inert gas known. Its bulk in the 
body is 58 cubic feet. The reason it is said 
to be lifeless Is that it hates every other 
element in the world, and while oxygen, 
hydrogen, carbon and tbe other things 
cannot live alone, nitrogen will not, if it 
can possibly avoid it, live in company. 
From this trait arises not only all the ac- 
tion of the human brain and tbe strength 
of the muscles, but the terrible force of 
all the great explosives. 


While individually without any energy 


whatever, when it does chance to. enter 
into union with other things nitrogen be- 
comes the most energetic substance in ex- 
istence. 
The great explosive force of 


Uitro glycerin is due to aznte. One of the 
most frightful explosives known is chlo- 
ride of nitrogen, which goes off if tho sun 
shines on it or if a leaf touches it. and in 
the human body it is the breaking down 
of nitrogen compounds which actually 
constitutes life. 
Nothing can be nliva 


without nitrogen, itself tbe typo of death. 
The last of the substances of any bulk in 
tbe body is carbon. 
There is as nearly as 


possible a sack of 2134 pounds in a 10 
stone man, sufficient to make some 65 
grossof lead pencils. — Ilarinsworth Maga-

has, bulk* for bulk, very nearly twice till 
weight of lead. The specific gravity of 
$old is about 193^, while that of osmium 
is almost 233^. Osmium, is also the most 
Infusible of metals, remaining unaffected 
'jy a degree of heat capable of causing 
platinum to run like water. It even rs 
•>ists the inconceivable temperature of tha 
eleutrio arc.

Suggestion of Interest to Workmen 


Made at Mce ng in Boston. 


Local shoe workers will find a goad 


deal to interest them in the action of 
the shoe manufacturers at Boston this 
week. The sentiment of the manufac- 
turers was shown in the president's 
address, which contained 
the 
fol- 


lowing: 


"The year 189S was not a satisfactory 


one for shoe and leather men. The fact 
must be recognized that profits must 
be small, and the nearer they could 
come to the individual purchasers and 
do away with middlemen the better. A 
better feeling must also be cultivated 
with workmen if the best results were 
to be gained. Under the present laws 
foreign manufacturers had the best of 
it by fully 5 per cent, and a reform in 
legislation was needed. The duty on 
hides is an unjust tax, and if not re- 
moved a large part of the foreign trade 
will be lost. 


"I recommend that this association 


during the coming year appoint special 
committees to take action:— 


"To shorten credits, and thus reduce 


losses by bad debts. 


"To eliminate every disturbing in- 


fluence between employer and employ- 
ed, and to unite all employers to that 
end. 


"To secure legislation 
which will 


place our manufacturers of shoes and 
leather on at least equal terms with 
foreigners, sa far as our government is 
concerned. 


"To open correspondence, gather in- 


formation and samples, if necessary, 
and make every effort to encourage the 
export trade. 


"To be ready at all times to act 


unitedly with the national, state and 
Boston associated boards of trade for 
the common good."

Fitchbiirg's Remarkable New Elevator 


for Ifs Big Wes ern Shipments. 


The grain which now passes through 


this city from the "West in trainloads is 
soon to have a remarkable depot at 
Charlestown. The grain elevator,, now 
on the homestretch to completion, for 
the railroad, when finished will be a 
unique type of a fireproof structure. It 
will be built of tiling1 and cement with 
steel 
framework. Unlike any other 


elevator in this country or in England, 
the framework where exposed, will 
be covered by fire proof metal and 
cement, in case of any fire in cars 
which may be inside the walls, loading 
or unloading. 
The company, having 


lost an elevator by fire last spring, does 
not propose to have it occur again. 


The new building will have a eapa* 


city of 1,000,000 bushels and will weigh, 
complete and full of grain, 50,000 tons. 
It stand? 160 feet high with length and 
breadth 260xS4 feet. Power will be fur- 
nished by a 1000 horse-power cross- 
compound engine, which will run the 
elevator and also two 
generators. 


These generators will distribute power 
to nine motors situated in the galleries 
through which the grain will be con- 
veyed to the steamers on 36-inch belts 
Each of the delivery belts will have a 
capacity of 12,000 bushels an hour, and 
will carry the grain at the merry rate 
of 700 feet a minute. 


The elevator and galleries will be 


equipped with a dust collecting sys- 
tem operated by powerful fans. 
TF-e 


dust will be forced by suction through 
iron pipes to a reservoir situated on the 
roof of the boiler house, and thence fed 
automatically to the furnaces. 
This 


system insures a clean elevator and 
effects a great saving in the consump- 
tion of fuel.

Woman fl rested With Horse Thieves 


Held For Higher Court. 


Mildred Lillian Smith, the 
young 


woman who was arrested by Chie! 
Kendall and local officers on Wiley 
Mountain, in company with the two 
horse thieves, was tried in Springfielc 
yesterday on the charge of larceny ol 
a horse from Peter Gebo of that city. 
Judge Bosworth ordered her bounc 
over to the May term of the superior 
court and bail was fixed at $500. She 
secured security and was released. 


Peter Gebo was the 
only witness 


called. He testified that December S( 
the girl appeared at his stable and said 
she wished to hire a team for an hour 
or two, as she wanted to take a woman 
friend out to ride. He ordered a team 
hitched up and went into the barn. In 
a few minutes he came back and was 
about to question her as to her name, 
etc, when his telephone rang. Before 
he could get back she had jumped Into 
the carriage and driven away. 


He next saw her In Brattleboro, Vt., 


where she was in custody with her two 
young men companions. She at first 
denied knowing him, but later admit- 
ted taking the team and that the men 
had sold it 
She went back with Gebo 


and the sheriff to Winchester, where 
the rig had bepn sold. They found the 
carriage, harness and robe there, but 
the horse had been traded to a man in 
Chesterfield, and it was only after a 
long ride over the hil'ls that it was re- 
covered. The girl went back to Spring- 
field with him and was placed under 
arrest. Mr. Gebo placed the value of the 
horse at $100, the carriage at $125, and 
the harness, robe, whip, etc., at about 
$50. No defense was, put in. 


THE DEAD BEAT BILL. 


Local Cases May Be Affected By New 


Measure in Legis ature. 


A bill of much local interest was 


presented in the state legislature yes- 
terday. It was offered by Mr. Skinner 
of Watertown, and is proposed to ex- 
tend the Dubuque poor debtor judg- 
ment act of last year to all 
poor 


debtors who are not within the juris- 
diction of any inferior court, so that 
they may be called before some court 
and be made to show cause why they 
should not be compelled to pay their 
debts. 


It will be remembered that the con- 


stitutionality of the law has been ques- 
tioned, and that the local district court 
now has under consideration a case, 
where it is doubtful if the bill will be 
called into service' again for local 
debtors until the supreme court ren- 
ders its decision. 
" 


The cause of the question of the 


law's constitutionality was the point 
that it <?id not apply to all courts, and 
local merchants will watch with in- 
terest tlife progiess of the measure.

Farley of Farley, Joseph F. Bartlett of 
Turner's Falls, Edwin .Baker of Shel- 
burne Falls, Levi J. ^unn, James S. 
Grinnell and the late Judge David 
Aiken of Greenfield, Rufus Livermore 
of Orange, and scores of lesser lights. 
Judge Aiken and Mr. Grinnell were in 
the senate as democrats, but it takes a 
man with a long memory to remember 
any other of that fafth who have been 
there. 
Republicans and 
democrats 


alike, with the exception of Judge 
Aiken, have followed the leaders and 
the party whip. Now Mr. Parsons has 
kicked outside the traces, as the party 
leaders view the question, and for the 
first time in the history of the world 
this senatorial district Is represented 
by a mugwump. 


Last year, in the house, Charles S. 


Crouch of Northampton boldly pro- 
claimed that Mr. Parsons was a mug- 
wump, and now many of the republi- 
cans in this section have found it to 
be true. Mixed in with his mugwump- 
ism, 
however, is much stalwart re- 


publicanism and the democrats who 
are throwing up their hats over Sena- 
tor Parsons as a convert to democracy 
may as well save their breath. 


While most of the men who have ex- 


pressed opinions, and who are repub- 
licans, would have voted for Henry 
Cabot Lodge, not a few of them express 
warm admiration for Mr. Parsons and 
his courage and independence. It is 
probably^ true that viewed as a question 
of policy alone, Mr. Parsons next fall 
will be as strong with the whole people 
as he was last fall. They will be ready 
to forgive him for his mugwump no- 
tions as long as he has convictions and 
presents

Amherst Realy to Go With Williams 


and Wesleyan. 


The news of the action of Williams 


withdrawing from 
the 
triangular 


league 
was 
received yesterday at 


Amherst without much surprise When 
early in December, new complaints 
against the league began to come from 
Dartmouth, in direct violation of both 
the spirit and letter of the three-years 
agreement in regard .to track athletics, 
signed last year, Williams' representa- 
tives went to Amberst to consult as to 
the withdrawal from the league and 
the formation of a new one with Wes- 
leyan. Wesleyan was sounded and 
found to be ready to join with the two 
Massachusetts colleges. A mass-meet- 
ing was held at Amherst December 16 
and resolutions 
were presented and 


adopted expressing the sentiment of 
the student body in favor of forming a 
^ triangular league, including Wil- 


liams, Amherst and Wesleyan, and of 
the dissolution of the old league. 


Preliminary steps towards the for- 


mation of a new triangular league will 
be taken at once. The old tri-college 
baseball schedule for this year will 
probably stand. 
There will be no 


league baseball contests with Wes- 
leyan, but it is likely that a triangular 
athletic meet will be held between the 
colleges of the new league. 


The dissolving of the league by the 


withdrawal of Williams was discussed 
by the students at Dartmouth in Han- 
over, N. H., yesterday. The dissolution 
will not destroy the baseball schedule 
between 
Dartmouth, 
Amherst and 


Williams. A dual league with Brown 
is again being agitated.
